thele holes (poyuting to the Pillary , God can bring light to bis 
Church, The Keeper going about againe to mend the Pillary, hee 
ſayd, Doe not trouble your ſelf ſo much: But indeed we are the 
troublers of the world. By & by after, ſome of them offering him a 
cup of wine; He thanked them, telling them, he had the vine of 
conſolation vvithin him, & the joyes of Chrift in poſſeſſion, vvhich 
the world could not take away from him, neither could it give the 
unto him, Then he looked towards the other Pillary, and making a 
ſigne with his hand,cheerefully called to Dr, Baftwicke, and Mr. 
Prynne,alking them, how they did, VVho anſyvered, Very vvell. 
A woman ſaid unto him, Sr, every Chriſtian is not yvortby this 


Hondur, yyhich the Lord hath caſt upon you this day. Alas ( faid 


be)vyho is yyortby of the leaſt mercy?Bur it is bis gracious fayour 
& free gift, to account us yyortby in the behalf of Chriſt to ſuffer 
thing for his fake? Another vvoman ſaid, There are many hun- 
dreds vyhich by Gods affiftance vvould yvillingly ſuffer, for the 
cauſe you ſuffer for this day. To vvhom he ſaid, Chrift exalts allof 
us that are ready to ſuffer afflictions for his Name vvith meeknes 
& patience : But. Chriſts military diſcipline in the uſe of bis fpiri- 
tuall yyarfare in point of ſuffering, is quite forgotten, and vve have 
in a mafier loſt the povver of Religion, in not denying our ſelves, 
and folloyving Chtiſt as vvell in ſuffering as in doing. After a 
vvbile Mr. Burton calling to one of his freinds for a Handkercher, 
returned it againe, ſaying, It is hott, but Chriſt bore the burthen in 
the heate of the day; Let us all wayes labour to approove our ſelves 
ta God in all things, and unto Chriſt, for therein ftands our bappi- 
nes, come of it what will in this world. 
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A Chriftian friend ſayd to Mr. Burton, The Lord ſtrengthen 


you, To whome hee replied, I thanke you, and I bleſſe his name 
hee ſtrengtheus mee For though Lam a poore ſinfull wretch, 
yet I blefle God for my innocent conſcience in any ſuch crime as 
is laid againſt me; and were not my cauſe good, and my con- 
ſcience Bund, could not enjoy ſo much unſpeake able comfort in 
this my ſuffering as I do, Ibleſſe my God. Mris. Burton ſends com- 
mendation to him by a friend: H ee returned the like to her, ſaying 
Commetfd my love to my wife, and tell her, Lam hartely cheere 
fall, and bidd her remember what Efayd to her in the mornigg 
namely, That ſhe ſhould not blemiſh the glory of this day with on 

teare, or ſo much as one ſigh. She returned anſwer, that ſhee was 

glad to heat e him ſo cheerefull; and that ſhee was more cheerefull 

of this day, then of her wedding day. I his anſwere exceedingly te. 
joyced his heart, who thereupon bleſſed God for her, and ſayd of 
her, Shee is but a youug Souldier of Chriſts, but ſhee hath already 

endured many a (harp brunt, but the Lord will ſtrengthen hex un- 


to the end: And hee having on a payre of new gloves! , ſhewed 
them to his freinds there about him, ſaying, My wife yeſterday of 


her one accord bought mee theſe wedding gloyes;, for this is my 


wedding day. | 
Many freinds ſpake comfortably to Mr. Burton, and hee againe 


ſpake as comfortably to them, ſaying I bleſle-my God that called 
mee ſorth to ſuffer this day, One ſaid to him, Sr. by this Sermon 
(your ſuffering) God may convert many unto him. Hee anſwered, 
God is able to doe it indeed, And then he called againe to Dr. Baſt- 
wicke and Mr. Prynne, alking them how they did. Who anſwered 
as before. Some ſpeaking to him concerning that ſuffering of thed. 
ding his blood: He anſwered, What is my blood to Chriſts blood? 
Chriſts blood is a parging blood, but mine is corrupted & polluted 
withſin, One freind aſked another ſtanding neere Mr. Burton, If 
there ſhould bee any thing more done unto him; Mr. Bur ton over- 
hearing him anſwered why ſhould there not be more done? For 
what God will have done, muſt bee accompliſhed. One deſirin 

Mr. Burton to be of good cheere. To home hee thus replied:if 
you knew my cheere,you would be 75 to be partaker with mee; 


for ] am not alone, neither hath God left me alone in all my ſuffe-

rtmen ſtanding round about, one of them had an old ruſty 
Halbert , the Iron whereof was tacked to the ſtaffe with an old 
erooked naile; which oneobſerving,and ſaying, VVhat an old ruſty 


thoſe Halberts, which accompanied ludas when he went to betray 


and apprehend his Maſter, The people obſerving Mr. Burton 


cheerefulnes and courage in ſuffering, rejoyced, and bleſſed God 
ſame. Mr. Burton ſaid againe, I aw perſwaded that Chriſt 


and will judge my cauſe (though none be found here to plead it) 
and will bring forth my righteoulnes as the light at noone-day, & 
cleere my innocency in due time. A freind aſking Mr. Burton, if be 
would have beene without this particular ſuffering. To whom hee 
ſayd, No not for a world. Moreover, bee ſayd, that his conſcience 
the diſcharge of bis Miniſteriall duety and function, in admoni- 
ſhing his people to beware of the creeping in of Popery & Super- 


ſtition,exhorting them to ſticke cloſe unto God & the King in da- 


ties of obedience, was that which firſt occaſioned his ſufferings, & 


ſayd, as for thigtruth ] have preached, I am ready toſeale.it with 


my blood, for this is my Crowne both here and hereafter. I am 
jealous of Gods honour , and the Lord keepe us that wee may doe 
nothing that may diſhonour him, either in doing or ſuffering, God 
can bring light out of darkenes, and glory out of ſhame: And what 


fhall I lay more! I am like a Bottle which is ſo full of liquor, that 


it cannot runne out freely; Sol am ſo full of joy, that J am not 
able to expreſſe it. 

In concluſion, ſome told him of the approach of the Execatio- , 
ner, and prayed God to ſtrengthen him. Hee ſayd, I truft he will, 
why ſhould I feare to follow my Maſter Chriſt, who ſayd, I gave 
my backe to the ſmĩters, and my cheeke to the nippers, that pluc- 
ked of my haire, I hidde not my face from ſhame and ſpitting, for 
the Lord God will help mee, therefore ſhall I not be confounded, 
therefore have I ſet my face like a flint, and Ixno that I ſhall not

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rag and cloſe impriſonment ſince firſt I was apprebended. The

, When the Fxecutioner had cut off one eare; which hee bad cut 
deepe and cloſe to the head in an extraordinary eruell manner: Vet 
this Champion of Chriſt never once mooved or ſtirred for it, 
though be had eut the yeyne, ſo as the blood ranne ſtreaing downe 
upon the Scaffold, which divers perſohs ſtanding about the Pillary 
ſceing,dipped their handkerchers in, as a thing moſt precious, the 
people giving a mournefull ſhout, and crying for the Chirurgion, 

whom the crowd & other impediments far a time kept off, ſo that 
hee could not come to ſtopp the blood; This Patient all the while 
held up his hands, and ſayd, Be content, it is well, bleſſed be Md. 
The other eare being cut no leſſe deepe, hee then was freed from 
the Pillary, aud come downe , where the Chirurgeon waiting for 
him, preſently applyed remedy for ſtopping the blood after a large 
effuſion thereof, yet for allthis hee faynted nor, in the leaſt man- 
ner, though through expenſe of much blood hee waxed pale. And 
one offering him a little wormewood water; he ſayd, it needs not, 
3 through importunity he onely taſted of it, and no more, ſay ing, 

is Maſter Chriſt was not ſo well uſed, for they gave him gall and 
veniger, but you give me good ſtrong water torefreſh me, bleſſed 
be God, His head being bound up , two Freinds ledd him away 


to an houſe provided for him in Kings Street, where being ſet 


dovyne, and bidd to ſpeake little, yet he ſayd after a pawſe , This is 
too hott to hold long: Now leaſt they in the roome, or his wife 
ſhould mis-take, and thinke he ſpake of himſelfe concerning his
